Royal Commission after a session of 
exactly twelve months. Members will have 
a very brief space for rest, since, owing 
to the pressure of financial business, the 
new session must be opened next week. 
A large part of the late session was occu- 
pied with the Representation of the People 
Bill, which received the Royal Assent yes- 
terday. It adds to the register many 
millions of new voters of both sexes, and 


is the boldest experiment in electoral 
reform which these islands have ever 
known. The next general election, which 


cannot be long delayed, will test our demo- 
cracy s fitness for its new responsibilities. 
It has responded magnificently to the war's 
call for discipline and sacrifice.- We be- 
lieve that it will not fail to safeguard in 
the coming years of peace the great in- 
heritance for which it has shed its best 
blood on the battle-fields of Europe. The

In judging it, we must 
not forget the tremendous difficulties of its 
task, and the variety and unexpectedness 
of the crises with which it has been re- 
quired to deal. There has been much 
extravagance in the financial conduct of 
the war, a want of firmness in the treat 
ment of labour and food questions, an 
apparent lack of cohesion among members 
of the War Cabinet. The Prime Minister's 
old opponents—we must say here that Mr. 
Asquith has been splendidly loyal—have 
made the most of these defects and weak- 
nesses. No doubt, Mr. Lioyd George has 
been too busy of late to practise his old 
arts of humouring the public; but it must 
be admitted that, in one or two cases, he

We hope that in 
his coming speech on the military situation 
the Prime Minister will dispose of them 
once for all. When the worst is said, 
however, that can be said, Mr. Lloyd 
George remains, in the opinion of ‘most 
thoughtful men; indispensable to victory. 
His courage, his unwearying energy, his 
enormous power of initiative, are national 
assets of priceless worth. He has a com- 
manding influence in the councils of the 
Allies: the United States, France, and 
Italy have absolute confidence in his 
leadership. To him, more, pérhaps, than 
to any other man, is due that perfect unity 
of Allied policy and action which, on the 
eve of the most vital period of the war, 
has emerged from the Supreme War Coun- 
cil at Versailles. 

The King’s Speech contains a passage 
which will find an echo in the hearts not 
only of all good Irishmen, but of the whole 
English-speaking world. His Majesty 
hopes that, “in spite of all the complexi- 
ties of the problem, a solution may be 
possible in regard to the government of 
Ireland, upon which a Convention of repre- 
sentatives of my Irish people is now <eli- 
berating.” These words show—as, indeed, 
was well known to us all—that, at the 
moment when the Cabinet intervened, the 
solution had not been found. We under- 
stand that the delegates from the Conven- 
tion met the Cabinet yesterday, and that 
the discussions will be resumed to-day. 
Two things are certain—that, if the Con- 
vention fails, the immediate outlook in 
Ireland will be of the darkest kind, and 
that failure is certain if the delegates 
refuse to approach the problem in a spirit 
of compromise. We do not doubt that the 
Convention has heen able to arrange com- 
promises on many matters, and that the 
outstanding points of difference, if acute 
and stubborn, are few. The Cabinet will 
be able to lay before the delegates argu- 
ments for settlement which, in the nature 


of things, cannot have been before them 
in Dublin. There they discussed settle- 
ment mainly in the interests of Ireland. 
Mr. Lloyd George and his colleagues will 
urge upon them the need of settlement in 
the interests of the whole Empire and of 
the successful prosecution of the war. In

On the other 
hand, they again knocked out the alterna- 
tive vote, which the Commons had re- 
inserted last night by a majority of one 
as the result of an almost purely party 
vote. 

The fate of the Bill was still in some 
doubt, therefore, when it returned to the 
Commons, who, meeting at the usual 
hour, had suspended their sitting while 
waiting the message from the Peers. At 
the earlier sitting a few questions were 
asked and answered.

NEW GOVERNMENT CONTROL 
SCHEME. 

A new scheme is being formulated, and will 
come into operation the ist March, for the con 
trol of the Trish pig trade. The scheme, which 
will be carried out by the Irish Food Contro! 
Committee, provides in the first instance for the 
licensing of pig-buyers and pork-buyers—that 
is to say, om and from the ist March no 
person can buy a pig except he holds a licence, 
and no person can sell a pig except to a licensee 
There are three classes of pigs excepted from 
the provisions of the Order-—-aoamely, (1) boars 
or pedigree sows bought and sold specifically for 
breeding purposes; (2) breeding sows; and (5) 
email pigs weighing at the ture of sale not 
less than S3Óibs. the echeme applies also to 
buyers of pork carcases in the North of Ireland, 
where careases are bought in the market, as 
distinct from the prerailing custom in the South 
of Ireland, where only live pigs are bought. 
The second part of the scheme provides for the 
registration of bacon curers in Ireland, pork 
butchers in Ireland, and British importers of 
Irish pigs. Each of these three classes must 
also be licensed to buy pigs. 

Arising out of this scheme is also the question 
of the distribution of pigs or pig carcases based 
upon the 1916 purchasts—that is, that pigs will 
be actually rationed: out month by month.

RATIONING OF THE HOME 
ARMY. 


—_—$—.@———— 
MEAT, SUGAR, AND TEA 
SUPPLIES REDUCED. 
The following correspondence has taken 
between the Becretary for War and the 
Marshal Commanding the Home Forces — 
War Office, February 6) 
My Drar FIRLD-MARSHAL—When the whole 
nation is being called upon to reduce its food 
consumption in the wmterests of our armies 
aoroad, you will, I think, agree with me that the 
Army at home will expect equally to be asked to 
make certain sacrifices of comfort. The burden 
cannot be allowed to fall wholly on the women, 
children, and civilian workers. Accordingly, the 
ration of meat, sugar, and tea has been reduced 
for all serving at home other than boys under 
nineteen who are under training to go over- 
scas. The reduced rations compare favourably 
aith the field ration of most other armies, and 
mt a higher standard of sustenance than 
is obtamable by the civil population of the 
country, whatever their position or their work. 
The reasons which make reductions imperative 
are known to all, and the fate of the war may 
well depend upon the spirit in which such re- 
ductions are accepted. The grit of every in- 
dividual, soldier and civilian, is now being 
tested, and may be still further tested during 
the com! months. It is now the duty of the 
Army at me to set the whole nation an 
example of determination and cheerfulness, and 
I have no doubt they will respond to this call 
in the spirit in which they have met all other 
demands for the cause which we ail have at 
heart.

THE IRISH CONVENTION. 
Subjoined is the text of the King's Speech 
proroguing Parliament, as read by the Lord 
Chancellor in the House of Lords last night :— 
My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN ,— 

Since last I addressed you great events have 
happened. 3 
Within a few weeks of that occasion the United 
States of America decided to take their 
stand by the side of this country and our 
Allies in defence of the principles of liberty 
and justice Their entry into the war, fol- 


lowing that of other neutral States, has 
united practically the whole civilised world | 
in a League of Nations against unscrupulous | 
aggression, has lent additional strength to 
our arms, and inspires fresh confidence im 
the ultimate triumph of our cause. i 
the other hand, Russia, distracted by in- 
ternal dissensions, has not been able to 
persevere in the struggle unfil the fruits of 
her great sacrifices could have been reaped, 
and, for the present, has ceased to bear her 
part in the Allied task. 

The negotiations opened by her with the enemy | 
have, however, served but to prove that the 
ambitions which provoked this unhappy war 
are as yet unabated. 

These tragic events have added to the burdens | 
of the other. Allies, but have not impaired | 
the vigour and the loyalty with which ope 
and all continue to pursue the common aim. 

Amid the confusion of changing events, the 
determination of the democracies of the | 
world to secure a just and enduring peace | 
stands out ever more clearly.

The Lorp CHANCEBLLOR took his seat on the 
Woolsack at 2 o'clock, There was a large at- 
tendance of members.

That meant that the 
members of that House would not be tied by 
that action, but would be at liberty to consider 
the scheme, both in principle and detail, before 
it could have the force of law. The Govern- 
ment recognised that a great force of opinion 
lay vehind the ee for proportional repre- 
sentation, and tt a could be made 
to try the experiment on fair lines, and with due 
regard to the feeling of the constituencies 
affected, so as to make it applicable to the 
country as well as to the towns, they would 
have ne objection to seeing the experiment 
tried. That proposal differed from those 
hitherto considered by the House in many 
material re se course, the Commission 
would be independent, and he was certain that 
nv patty element would be foun dupon it. Next, 
that authority was to ascertain local opinion.
